During  the  year  the  /at or  supply  was  of  good  quality  generally*  In 
the  outlying  districts  one  or  two  pollutions  were  discovered  and  rectified 
As  regards  quantity  water  from  pipe  supply  was  adequate.  A  few  wells 
were  severely  tested  during  the  drought.  biped  supplies  were  examined 
b actcriologically  at  regular  intervals.  The  results  of  these  examinations 
rei'c  satisfactory  in  all  cases.  No  plumb o- solvent  action  has  been 
observed  in  the  water  supply  of  your  district.  _No  action  was  nccessary 
on  account  of  contamination  of  piped  supplies.  There  contamination  oi 
wells  occurred  the  owners,  were  instructed  to  abate  the  nuisance,  cniofly
